Israelis fail

TEL AVIV, Nov. 6 (AP) — A special 
cabinet committee Tuesday failed to agree on 
anewplanforthe"controversiar West Bank 
settlement Eton Moreh, declared illegal last 
month by the supreme court. 

Cabinet secretary Aryeh Naor said the 
ministerial defense committee decided to 
move the settlers to a temporary site until a 
new permanent location could be found. 
Some questions remain about land ownership 
in possible new sites. Naor said. 

The government has two weeks, to relocate 
Eton Moreh, near the Palestinian city of Nab- 
lus. 

According to an Israeli radio report 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon tele- 
phoned Prime Minister Menabem Begin just 
before the committee meeting to complain 
about the proposed solutions. 

Sharon, a hawkish patron of increased set- 
tlement in the occupied territories, repor- 
tedly told Begin that the settlers would reject 
the cabinet's proposal and resist attempts to 
remove them. 


TEHRAN, Nov. 6 (Agencies) — Iran’s 
Revolutionary Council formally took over 
control of the country Tuesday after the 
cabinet resigned in the midst of tbe furor 
caused by the student occupation of the 
American embassy here. 

Students occupying the embassy 
threatened to execute all 60 hostages if the 
U.S. government tried to rescue them, and 
there were reports that non-embassy Ameri- 
cans in Tehran were being .rounded up and 
brought to join the hostages. 

The U.S. has ruled out using force to free 
hostages, but at the same time said it would 
not consider the students' demand that the 
ailing deposed Shah be extradited from New 
York to Tehran to stand trial. 

A spokesman for Prime Minister Mehdi 
Bazargan said he and the 14 members of his 
cabinet resigned because of Khomeini s 
escalating anti-American campaign. 

Hassan Tabatabai the prime minister's 
spokesman, said also that Bazargan's “physi- 
cal tiredness” was also a factor in his decision 
to resign after heading Iran's government 
since the Shah was toppled in February. 

Bazargan had tried to resign several times 
previously, bur each time had been rebuffed 
by Khomeini, but Tuesday Khomeini 
accepted the government's resignation and 
directed the secret Revolutionary Council to 
take over its functions. 

In his formal letter of resignation to Kho- 
meini. delivered to tbe Ayatollah at his bead- 
quarters in Qom, Bazargan attacked a 
number of elements in revolutionary Iran and 
said his inability to carry out his duties had 
prompted the resignation. 

He cited "interference, in stances of obsta- 
cles being created, of opposition and of dif- 
ferences of views, making it impossible for 
me and ray colleagues to carry out our duties 
aqd continue to shoulder responsibility.” 

Tehran radio quoted Khomeini as saying in 
return that he appreciated Bazargan's" untir- 
ing efforts and service for tbe period of transi- 
tion and while having confidence in his religi- 
ous devotion, trustworthiness and goodwill, I 
have accepted the resignation and I assign the 
Revolutionary Council to run tbe country’s 
affixs.”

At the American embassy, tbe students 
said in a statement broadcast by the radio 
tbat,“any military or non-military attempt by 
the U.S. or its agents in Iran to free the 
American spies held as hostages in their 
embassy will cause their immediate execu- 
tion.” 

America's chief representative in Iran, 
Charge cf Affaires L. Bruce Laingen. had 
been negotiating with thc*-Bazargan s gov- 
ernment since Sunday when the demons- 
trators seized the embassy and demanded the 
extradition of tbe Shah, now hospitalized in 
New York and undergoing treatment for 
cancer. 

But the resignation of the government 
made it unclear whether Laingen had anyone 
left to negotiate with, and representatives of 
the protestors in the embassy called on him to 
come out “from your hiding place” and sur- 
render to them. 

In New York, hospital officials said the 
Shah' s complicated medical condition would 
make it difficult — but not impossible — for 
him to get treatment outside the U.S.' He is 


suffering from lymph cancer and several 
other complications. 

Die U.S. State Department said Monday 
night that it would not return the Shah to I ran 
as demanded by the protestors, but has also 
said it has no intention of military interven- 
tion in Iran since this would endanger the 
hostages. 

The State Department said it had received 
assurances indirectly from the students that 
all the hostages were well, but a spokesman 
said the department was still unable to con- 
tact the embassy directly by telephone. 

Also uncertain was the qoestion of whether 
Iran would cut off oil supplies of 800,000 
barrels of oil a day to the U.S., as was 
demanded by the students, and sever all ties 
with tbe U.S. 

Khomeini Monday put his personal stamp 
of approval on the embassy occupation, cal- 
ling on the students and other demonstrators 
to continue activity against "the great saian, 
America” but it was uncertain whether be 
would go along with the call for a suspension 
of oil sales and a break in relations with the 
U.S. 

The U.S. imports of about 800,000 barrels 
a day from Iran represent about five per cent 
of American oil consumption, and ten per 
cent of its total imports. 

Radio Tehran reported anti-American 
demonstrations all across the country Tues- 
day, and the U.S. consulates in Tabriz and 
Shiraz and the Iran America Society offices in 
Isfahan and Tehran were also occupied. 

The two Americans working in the soci- 
ety’s office here were taken to the embassy 
and forced to join the other hostages in the 
basement room where they are being held. 

The State Department said no Americans 
were manning the offices in the other three 
cities, and added that it bad no indications of 
any attacks on some 700 other Americans 
still working in Iran. 

It also said Tuesday that the U.S.’s main 
concern is the safety of tbe hostages, and a 
spokesman added, "We expect the Iranian 
government to honor its commitment to have 
them freed.” 

They noted that Bazargan and his cabinet 
had resigned, but reiterated their statements 
Monday discouraging speculation of any 
American military move 10 free the hostages. 

Late Monday, Khomeini s son Hojatoles- 
lam Ahmad Khomeini, said he backed the 
students’ demand that all American com- 
panies in Iran must be nationalized and that 
all economic, political and cultural ties with 
the United States be broken.

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$ 425m pact for Dead Sea potash signed 



PASADENA, California, Nov, 6 (AP) — 
The Jacobs Engineering Group Incorporated 
and the Arab Potash Company Limited 
signed a landmark, seven-year pact Monday 
for a $ 425 million Dead Sea potash recovery 
project currently under way in Jordan. 

The contract, which will extend through 
May 1986, is believed to involve the largest 
and most complex project ever undertaken in 
the Middle East. It was signed at a ceremony 
held at Jacobs' world headquarters by Ali 
Khasawneh, chairman and general manager 
of tbe Arab Potash Company, and Dr. Joseih 
Jacobs, chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer of Jacobs Engineering. 

Under terms of tbe agreement, the project 


will be supervised by Jacobs International 
Limited, a Dublin-based division of Jacobs 
Engineering. The project is designed to ran- 
nually recover 1.2 million meieric tons of pot- 
ash, a major ingredient in. mixed fertilizer, 
from the Dead Sea. 

Included in the project is the construction 
of 40 square miles of solar evaporation 
ponds, one of the largest industrial applica- 
tions of solar energy ever undertaken. 

Jacobs International is also constructing a 
permanent township to house nearly 800 
operating and maintenance personnel. A 
power plant and a potash processing plant 
will also be built. 

The project is currently employing 1 ,900 


workers with 3,500 workers expected to be 
on the site by early 1 980 when the project will 
be fully under way.

The paper added that the draft 
also was based on the fact that 
there were no fixed international 
prices for oil and that the prices 
announced by OPEC, of which 
Egypt is not a member, were only 
guideline prices. 

Weizman said Monday the 
Egyptian proposals could “com- 
plete the framework” for the sale 
of Sinai Oil. 

“The subject is now on the way 
to being finally settled,” said 
Weizman, who was joined in talks 
with Sadat by Israeli Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Modal 

Weizman said he would present 
the proposals to Begin’ s cabinet 
for acceptance. 

“Once they are accepted, the 
matter can be considered settled,” 
Weizman said. 

Earlier Monday, Begin’ s coali- 
tion government defeated a no- 
confidence motion in parliament 
presented by the right-wing 
“renaissance” faction over Israel's 
planned turnover of the oil fields 
on Nov. 26. The vote was 57-3, 
with 37 abstentions.

Close roads to UNIFIL traffic 

Militias fire atU.N.post 


. BEIRUT, Nov. 6 (Agencies) — 
About 30 militiamen Tuesday 
encircled and opened fire on a 
United Nations observation post 
manned by six Irish soldiers on the 
Lebanese-Israeli border, A 
U.N.spokesman said. 

No casualties were reported. 

Ibe spokesman said that the 
militiamen fired about 1 00 rounds 
at foe post using small arms. 

The Irish troops belong to foe 
U.N. Truce Supervision Organiza- 
tion (UNTSO). 

Monday rightist militias in 
South Lebanon closed roads in 
their border enclave to United 
Nations traffic after a breakdown 
in talks between the two sides. 

A spokesman for the U.N. 
Int erim Forces in Lebanon 
(UNIFIL) said in Tel Aviv that a 
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militia request for free passage for 
its armored vehicles through a 
UNIFIL checkpoint in the village 
of Beit Yahoun had been turned 
down. 

“‘In response to this UNIFIL 
decision, the militias have dosed 
all roads in foe enclave to U.N. 
traffic, inducting the coastal road 
linking UNIFIL headquarters to 
the battalions ” he saitl 

“The UNIFIL command has 
started to take all necessary meas- 
ures against any eventuality," he 
added. 

Maj. Saad Haddad, commander 
of the militias said at a border 
crossing point near Me lull a in 
northern Israel that U.N. refusal 
to permit his units to move 
through the checkpoint “means 
that we cannot reinforce our posi- 
tions." 

He claimed that the U.N. post 
was dose to a militia point which 
had often come under attack from 
Palestinian commandos and their 
Lebanese leftist allies. 

Meanwhile, a Dutch parliamen- 
tary delegation arrived in Beirut 
Monday to discuss the situation in 
the South with Lebanese and 
Palestinian representatives. 

The Dutch parliamentary 
defense committee delegation was 
due to meet the head of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization’s 
Political Department Farouk 
Kaddourai Tuesday, informed 
sources said.

Netherlands, 
Israel resolve 
Boeing 747 row 

THE HAGUE, Nov. 6 {R) — 
The Netherlands and Israel have 
resolved a row over Dutch use of 
wide-bodied 747 aircraft for 
flights between the two countries, 
foe transport ministry has said. 

Under an agreement negotiated 
by telephone Monday by Ministry 
State Secretary Neelie Smit and 
Israeli Transport Minister Haim 
Landau, the Dutch National Air- 
line KLM will be allowed to use 
Boeing 747s on one flight a week 
from Amsterdam to Tel Aviv 
starting next summer. 

The airline currently flies five 
times a week to Israel, using smal- 
ler DC-ffs the only planes it is 
permitted under a present bilat- 
eral aviation agreement. 

In July, the Dutch government 
protested by announcing a ban on 
landings in foe Netherlands of 
Boeing 747s operated by the 
, Israeli Airline El Al. 


Annual convention opens Nov. 9 

AAUG president reviews group’s role

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 — The upcoming 
annual convention of the Association of 
Arab-American University Graduates, 
(AAUG), which is scheduled to meet here 
Nov. 9-1 1 will focus on three things, 
according to Samih Farsoun, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology and president of the 12- 
year old association: 1) The emergence of the 
Arab-American community as a political 
force in the country: 2) The emergence of a 
dialogue between Arab- Americans and 
black Americans; and 3) The intimate link- 
age between foreign policy and domestic 
affairs, as expressed in the question of Pales- 
tine/ which is foe central issue in the peace 
process of the Middle East." 

In an exclusive interview with Arab News 
Farsoun focused more light on bis association 
and its role in the mainstream of U.S.- Arab 
relations. Explaining the linkage in the ques- 
tion of Palestine, Earsoun said: “The Palesti- 
nian question has finally arrived in the USA 
This linkage has been kept out by the strong 
domestic coalition of alliances of Zionists in 
this country, which kept the Palestinian issue 
out of U.S. homes. For a long time there has 
been a monopoly of discussion of the Palesti- 
nian question within the formal institution in 
the U.S. only. The discussion of these issues 
was a taboo subject That is in pan a conse- 
quence of the political trends in this country. 
On the popular level throughout the society, 
only the question of Israeli security has over- 
shadowed the debate on Middle East foreign 
policy.” 

Expounding on the subject of alliances of 
Zionists and their impact on U.S. foreign pol- 
icy, Farsoun said: “The dominant alliance 
that politically governed the U.S. since foe 
Roosevelt Era (the 1930* s) is a liberal coali- 
tion composed of the trade union movement, 
the minorities, including the Jews and blacks 
and Latinos and hispanic groups, and the 
white liberal institutions, public and private. 
This ' political alliance was also anti- 
communist both on domestic and foreign 
policy levels. Thus it supposed a strong anti- 
Soviet stand in a long cold war in foreign 


affairs, and saw the rising nationalist forces in 
Africa, foe Arab world and Asia, as a threat 
to American security. Thus Nasserisra in the 
Arab world was seen, specifically as a threat 
to the U.S. Hence Israel 1 s role against pan- 
Arab nationalism was supposed by tins same 
liberal political tendency, thus support of 
Israel has been a cornerstone in U.S. foreign 
policy. This ruling liberal alliance has 
recently experienced divisions — in part a 
result of foe economic crisis in foe U.S. that is 
influencing the varied components of this 
allian ce differentially..” 

Responding to a question about what 
brought the change regarding the Palestinian 
question vis-a-vis foe American people, Far- 
soun answered: “ 1 think that with the changes 
in the U.S. black community, and foe crisis of 
American economic conditions made it 
increasingly possible for people to question 
seemingly the self-defeating policy of Camp 
David, and foe Andrew Young affair 's unco- 
vered a situation inferment which broke the 
taboo about the Palestinians. The decade of 
the ‘30’s should see the new phenomenon.” 
Explaining the role of AAUG in the realm 
of these forces in the U.S., Farsoun said: 
“The AAUG has long stood for the idea of 
making linkages between the Arab- 
American community and other disadvan- 
taged communities in foe U.S. We have a 
long standing principled support of civil 
rights, human rights and rights of economic 
well-being relations with the U.S. blacks in 
many forms. We have arranged for fact- 
finding missions .to the Middle East, prior to 
the Andy Young affair of blacks and Latinos, 
especially in Lebanon. Also Mrs. Jacquelyn 
Jackson, the wife of Rev. Jesse Jackson, has 
herself taken pan in a fact-finding mission to 
Lebanon in June, 1979, before foe Young 
affair We have many cooperative relation- 
ships in the form of appearances and confer- 
ences, as in foe summit conference of foe 
International Freedom Mobilization Com- 
mittee, which is file summit of black ministers 
who are active in protesting foe apartheid in 
South Africa. I attended this conference as a 
representative of this association.” 

“We had blacks in our conventions and 


panels. We have had many linkages and 
mutual relations with organizations on local, 
regional and national levels. We have rela- 
tionship with Latinos, Chicanos, and other 
minorities. Articles about Palestine were 
published in foeir publications, and they have 
taken part in our feet- finding tours to the 
Arab world. Also we have been trying to 
cement further our relationship with the 
established organizations of white groups, 
such as the National Council of Churches and 
other church organizations. Representatives 
of these organizations appeared in our con- 
ventions and joined our fact-finding missions 
to the Middle East. Additionally, we have 
attempted to establish relationship with the 

trade unions, with some success. There were 
one or two representatives in our Middle East 
tour” he continued. 

On the success of the Arab lobby in 
Washington and the U.S. Farsoun said: “ Our 
current lobbying strategy is artificial, because 
a lobby in Congress is not just a group of 
people with good relations to congressmen. 
A successful lobby should represent linkages 
to public and private organizations through- 
out the sectors of American society. The ver- 
tical linkage and horizontal alliance bring 
strength to the pressure groups operating as 
lobbyists in the Congress.” 

Asked whether the Arabs in the U.5. are 
involved with AAUG or vise versa, Farsoun 
said: “There is a new feeling of excitement 
and new determination to work harder. The 
Arab- Americans, especially the Palestinians, 
since the establishment of Palestine Congress 
of North America have gained a new thrust. 
The degree of contact that we receive is 
breathtaking especially with the blacks and 
their organizations. The amount of work in 
informational sense has increased tenfold. 
However, our modest financial resources are 
not a match to the needs of the Arab- 
Americans. It is hoped that the “new" and 
more dynamic leadership of the League of 
Arab States, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary General Mr. Shazli Klibi, will rise to 
the occasion and activate the Arab informa- 
tion efforts in the USA.”

Masayoshi Ohira as premier 
Tuesday after a factional battle 
;thar produced deep splits in his 
‘ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
XLDP). 

• The 69-year-old premier now 
has the major task of binding up 
the wounds, according to political 
sources. 

Ohira, who has been premier 
for the past 11 months, beat his 
chief LDP critic. 74-year-old 
former PrcmierTakeo Fukuda, by 
1 7 votes in a Lower House run-off 
ballot. 

A symbolic challenge in the 
Upper House by Socialist Icio 
\ Asukata also was defeated — by 
‘ 140 votes. 

Only the Lower House election 
, counts under the constitution. 

Ohira won with the support of 


his own faction and another led by 
Kakuei Tanaka, also a former 
premier, who is being tried on a 
charge of involvement in the 1976 
Lockheed pay-off scandal. 

Also backing Ohira was the 
New Liberal Club, a splinter 
group that left the LDP because of 
the Lockheed affair. 

The premier told reporters the 
party split will hamper formation 
of a cabinet. 

“I cannot afford to hurry" he 
said." 1 feel like I have been in hot 
water too long. But I must go into 
hotter water." 

The challenge to Ohira arose 
out of the party’ s poor showing — 
it won 248 of the 5 1 1 Lower 
House seats — in Che general elec- 
tion of Oct. 7.

Last week a Dutch newspaper 
reported that l .000 young Con- 
golese were also being sent to 
Cuba, without the permission of 
their parents, to form a future elite 
for the military and civilian sectors 
in Congo. 

Savimbi arrived in the United 
States Saturday to seek “support 
and understanding” of the guer- 
rilla struggle against the Cuban- 
supported government. He. spoke 
with reporters for the first time 
Monday, beginning a five-day 
campaign in New York and 
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Savimbi said that during the 
past four years 6,000 Angolan 
children aged 7 to 15 have been 
shipped to Cuba for a 10-to-15- 
year indoctrination program, 
"thereby becoming victims of a 
most vicious cultural imperialism 
of our time." He said that" in real- 
ity, these children are abusively 
used as labor force on Cuba’s 
sugar cane fields, working under 
very inhuman physical condi- 
tions" Savirabi added that the 
children are often taken from 
unknowing parents. 

“Cuban neo-colonialism has 
brought back slavery into 
Angola,” he said and added, 
"Their aim is to eradicate the next 
generation from our own culture. 
The Cubans are trying to destroy 
our culture." 

The Cuban mission at the 
United Nations had no immediate 
comment but a spokesman said 
the charge would be studied 
immediately. 

Savimbi said his National Union 
for Total Independence of Angola 
(UNIT A) will not ask for weapons 
or other military aid from the 
Unite d S tates.

“ We see no reason to stiffen our 
policy toward Vietnam," said a 
senior foreign ministry official. 
“The situation has changed in the 
past four months, and the circums- 
tances show it is Vietnam that is in 
trouble, not us." 

Still, tbe situation, and the gov- 
ernment’s response, make many 
Thais nervous. 

Only two days after Thailand 
agreed with Vietnam last month to 
call off press criticism, a barrage of 


mortars killed three Thais and 
injured several others. 

Though Thai officials said they 
would lodge a formal protest with 
Vietnam, they never did. Thai 
reaction consisted of a letter to tbe 
United Nations about the incident 
— and even here the word “ Viet- 
nam” was never mentioned. 

Tile she ling of Thailand has 
continued, and instead angry pro- 
tests, a spokesman for the sup- 
reme command last week asked 
Thai reporters at the border to say 
that the mortars are fired by Cam- 
bodians, and not mention the Vie- 
tnamese. 

“Vietnam today is like a mad 
dog,” said a foreign ministry offi- 
cial. “We also know that a mad 
dog will start bitting when it is 
pushed into the corner. We want 
to leave a door open for Vietnam 
simply for our own security." 

It is for this reason, government 
sources say, that Thailand agreed 
to call off press criticism of Viet- 
nam.

Park’s murder planned for 5 months 


SEOUL. Nov. 6 (R) — South 
Korean Intelligence chief Kim 
Jae-Kyu plotted for nearly five 
months to assassinate President 
Park Chung- he e and take over 
power, a martial law command 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

In the fullest official account yet 
of tbe assassination, the spokes- 
man, Maj. Gen. Chon Doqp-hwan, 
told a press conference that chief 
presidential secretary Kim Kae- 
won was informed of the plan and 
tacitly approved it shortly before 
Park was shot dead in a private 
restaurant Oct. 26. 

After killing the president, the 
intelligence chief planned to 


involve Army Chief of^Staff Gen. 
Chung Seung-hwa, who is now 
martial law commander, and a 
senior Korean intelligence official 
in taking over tbe country. 

The spokesman denied what he 
called foreign reports of U.S. Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency involve- 
ment in the assassination, and said 
he believed they were fabricated 
by North Korea or other Com- 
munist countries. 

Chon said 111 people were 
arrested. Many had been freed, 
but 33 were still in detention. 

Those detained include the 
intelligence chief and the presi- 


dential aide. 

“In view of the importance of 
this case, it will be tried openly ina 
martial law court," fChon said. 

On the day of the killings tbe 
intelligence chief was told by 
Parkfs security chief Cha Chi-diol 
that the president was going to 
dinner at a Korean Central Intel- 
ligence Agency restaurant Four 
bodyguards were killed at the 
same time as the president.

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THE TRUTH EMERGES 

The crimes of the Nazis against so many nationalities, and 
specifically against the Jews, have always rightly earned the 
world’s revulsion and condemnation. But Zionism and Israel 
have remorselessly used these crimes to silence not merely any 
criticism, but even the mention of Israel's crimes against the 
Palestinians. 

Israel was presented as the bastion of civilized, humane 
behavior. Any doubt on that score immediately earned the 
doubter the title of an ■‘anti-Semite” . The Palestinians, so the 
Israelis told the world, either did not exist or, when their 
existence could not be denied, were said to have left their 
homes of their own accord. The world swallowed all this, 
disbelieving the horrific stories from Palestinians and foreign 
observers as mischievous propaganda. 

But the facade has recently begun to crack. What the Arabs 
of Palestine have all known from Bret hand experience is 
beginning, very slowly, to be documented — and that from 
Israeli sources. Soon the long suppressed truth will emerge. 
Soon the horrific sufferings of the Palestinians will at last be 
dignified with the world's realization and sorrow. 

An instance of this was provided by a recent edition olThe 
New York Times , which published some passages from ex- 
Prime Minister Rabin’ s book, suppressed by the Israeli milit- 
ary censor. This dealt with the plan, whose existence has 
always been suspected but is now proved, to force into exile 
the Palestinian inhabitants of Lod and Rarala. This can only 
be a first installment. For the policy of massacre and forced 
flight covered almost all of occupied Palestine. 

A second instant came as a result of the Pinto and Sadeh 
affairs, the two Israeli officers convicted by the military courts 
of murdering Arab civilians (the first face charges of torturing 
his victims before killing them.) Both these cases were 
brought to public attention outside and inside Israel through 
protests at the leniency shown to the murderers by the Israeli 
chief of staff. 

But these are only fleeting glimpses of a long and revolting 
record of atrocity and cruelty. The prime minister of the 
country himself is associated directly with one of the worst 
massacre against Chilians in the Middle East, that of Deir 
Yasin. Ariel Sharon, minister of agriculture; is the “hero” of 
the ’particularly heinous crime against civilians in the West 
Bank in the village of Qibya. Pinto and Sadeh were caught, 
and they escaped lightly. The bigger criminals rule. They 
make the laws of Israel. They represent and sum up its 
“humanity” and “civilization.”

The military 
holds the cards 
in South Korea

SEOUL — 

Doubts about the extent of the plot behind the 
killing of President Park Chung-bee may give South 
Korea's newly formed martial law command an 
excuse for prolonging their control of the country. 

A wide range of political critics of the late presi- 
dent' s dictatorial rule are expressing that kind of 
misgiving amid a welter of unanswered questions 
about what really happened that Friday night when 
Park, his security chief and four bodyguards were 
shot dead in the dining area of a building main- 
tained by the Korean Cenrral Intelligence Agency 
(KCIA). 

The critical issue — one that may never be resol- 
ved — is whether the KCIA director Kim Lae Kyu 
conspired in the killing with others in the ruling 
structure. Heightening the mystery is why the 
KCIA assassination team let the president's chief 
cabinet secretary, Kim Kae Won, escape from the 
dining room without a scratch, drive the dying pres- 
ident to a hospital and then report what had hap- 
pened to the martial law command. 

For Korea's dissidents, however, the burning 
issue is not so much who was behind the killing but 
whether it portends much harsher treatment — ora 
reprieve from the increased suffering they have 
endured since Park promulgated his ‘yushin’ or 
‘revitalising’ constitution in 1972. 

■ We hope for the repeal of the yushin constitution 
and the restoration of democracy,* said a represen- 
tative of the Korean National Council of Churches, 
one of the most powerful voices for political free- 
dom here. ‘Then all those imprisoned under Article 
Nine could be released.' 

Realistically, however, Korean religious leaders 
and politicians, talking anonymously as long as mar- 
tial law remains in effect, predict military 
authorities will enforce the infamous Article Nine, 
forbidding criticism of either the constitution or the 
government, amid a protracted struggle to choose a 
‘permanent* president. 

Along with freedom for political prisoners, 
Korea’s opposition politicians are also calling for a 
constitutional revision that would permit the popu- 
lar election of a president. The constitution pro- 
vides instead for election of a permanent president 
within 90 days of Park's death by an unwieldly 
2,300-member ‘Reunification Committee 1 
that presumably would vote for one of Park's pro- 
teges, most likely Kim Jong Pit, a former prime 
minister and army general who played a key role in 
the 1961 coup that elevated Park to power. 

* If Kim Jong Pil becomes president, it would be 
the same kind of rule all over again, said a critic 
from a religious organization. Kim's main com- 
petitor is another former Prime Minister. Chong II 
Kwan, ousted in a scandal nine years ago but still an 
influential figure. 

Political dissidents here are convinced that Kim 
Young Sam, leader of the opposition new Democ- 
ratic Party, would have an excellent chance of win- 
ning in an open election. Park's expulsion of Kim 
Young Sam from the National Assembly several 
weeks ago was a pivotal factor in the stunning sweep 
of events that led to his assissination. 

The martial law command acknowledges that 
KCIA chief Kim Jae Kyu, backed by five KCIA 
men, shot Park and his security chief, Cha Chi Chul, 
after Cha had arrogantly criticized him for his fail- 
ures.’ Cha is said to have accused Kim of consis- 
tently underestimating the threat posed by Park's 
critics in the face of Kira* s recommendations for a 
relatively ‘moderate’ approach in dealing with 
them. 

One factor pointing toward a complicated con- 
spiracy in the assassination is that military leaders 
purportedly shared the KCIA chiefs desire for a 
more lenient approach. 

The Army Chief of Staff. General Chung Seung 
Hwa, now martial law commander, once studied 
under Kim Jae Kyu when the latter was an army 
general and is said to have owed his ‘position to 
Kim’s influence. 

The desire of both the KCIA and the armed 
forces for ‘moderation accounts for whatever 
optimism exists among the dissidents, but most of 
them qualify that view by noting the dose alliance 
between military and dvilian leaders. The fear is 
that unrest like the workers* riots in Pusan and 
Masan two weeks ago would provide an excuse for a 
crackdown — and the end of any hope for anything 
otter than a pretence of dvilian rule. 

‘That would be the last tragedy for the Korean 
people,’ said a religious educator. ‘There would 
then be no hope at all for the Korean people.' 

Dissidents are counting on the United States, 
which keeps 38,000 troops here and supplies South 
Korea - with most of its heavy, sophisticated 
weaponry, to pressure the government to maintain 
some semblance of democracy. 

For the United States, the problem, as one offi- 
cial put it, is one of 'holding the situation together" 
while hoping for an ‘outcome as broadly based as 
possible' in the leadership struggle. 

American offidals plan to keep up contacts with 
politicians in and out of the government, but ack- 
nowledge they may have little real power to keep’ 
the martial (aw command and others from doing as

The lessons not learned at Three Mile Island f

WASHINGTON, — 

One dark day in November last year, a worker at 
the Three Mile Island atomic power plant, 10 miles 
south of the Pennsylvania capital, Harrisburg, flip- 
ped a switch on a control board. He thought he was 
turning on the light He had never been told that the 
control board might have functions other than mere 
illumination — but it did. 

The switch shut down the entire power plant All 
the emergency systems — from the klaxons on the 
roof to the thousands of tons of gushing water let 
loose on the supposedly overheated reactor core — 
were instantly triggered. 

A fall-scale emergency plan went into action. It 
was hours before the plant was running again. The 
Metropolitan Edison Company, the planfs owners, 
lost thousands of dollars in revenue from teas of 
thousands of customers vyho wens briefly without 
power. 

Offidals did virtually nothing to ensure it never 
happened again. Someone installed a metal guard 
around the switch, but no one told the workers to 
beware, or rewrote the instruction manual on that 
particular control paneL Metropolitan Edison, 
despite all the trouble, merely hoped that a two- 
dolLar switch guard would be enough. 

That small inddent is regarded in Washington as 
indicative of the attitude that pervaded the Three 
Mile Island plant — both workers and staff — and, 
indeed, may well pervade the entire American nuc- 
lear power industry. An attitude that has come to 
institutionalize the slipshod, the careless, the 
make-do- and- mend practices that might suit a less 
sensitive industry. 

An attitude that a 12- member panel appointed 
by President Jimmy Carter has just concluded led to 
one of the most serious accidents in the history of 
atomic power generation — the aeddent of last 
March, at the place known throughout the world 
from the name of the sandbar in the middle of the 
Susquehanna River: Three Mile Island. 

‘It was not a catastrophe — but it was a very 
serious aeddent: too serious, in fact Accidents as 


serious as Three Mile Island should not be allowed 
to occur in the future.’ 

Thus did the president’s commission on the acci- 
dent report on October 30, in a document that 
seems likely to become the focus of an intense storm 
over atomic power that has only recently begun to 
rage in this country. Probably most of the industrial- 
ized world now knows the raw details of those 
nerve-racking five days in Pennsylvania. 

How, at 36 seconds past 4 a.m. on the cold morn- 
ing of 28 March, a number of water pumps supply- 
ing water to one of the No. 2 reactor’s steam 
generators stopped running. 

How the plant safety system instantly shut down 
the turbines. • 

How the reactor suddenly ‘ scrammed’ as dozens 
of magnetically anchored control rods dropped into 
the core to halt the fission reaction. 

How everything worked according to plan — 
until the aeddent was a mere nine seconds old. 

It was at that point — 04 00 45 a.m. — that the 
control room duty operator noted that the hugely 
powerful emergency core cooling system water 
pomps were running as planned, and that ice-cold 
water was drowning the hot reactor core, cooling it, 
bringing it safely down to manageability. 

At least, that is what he thoughL Only the pumps 
were not doing anything. Two yellow lights could 
have told him they were not doing anything. But 
one of the lights was hidden behind a yellow 
maintenance, tag,>a piece of paper two inches by 
four. The other light, he simply failed to see. 

It was an incredibly costly oversight Those two 
lights would have informed him that valves were 
dosed, blocking any cooling water from being 
pumped into the reactor. No matter bow fast the 
pumps roared, they would do no good. The reactor 
would get hotter and hotter — as it inevitably did. A 
disaster was in the making. 

For the next five days half the world held its 
breath. Hundreds of the most skilled nuclear 
engineers in America converged on the island to 
wrestle with the maverick reactor. The film ‘The 
China Syndrome’ was showing locally, telling the 
story of a reactor that went berserk, nearly melting 


The African press war

U gan da is to step up its diplomatic representation 
in neighboring Kenya to prevent ‘misunderstand- 
ings' which have soured relations between the two 
countries. 

The latest such inddent was a row in the East 
African press over Uganda's decision to close its 
borders for a few days while its old, A min- regime 
currency was exchanged for new notes. 

The row was not defused until Uganda’ s Foreign 
Minister, Otema Alimadi. visited Nairobi this 
week. Now Uganda is to raise diplomatic represen- 
tation in Kenya to full high commissioner level. 

According to the Ugandans, the border row arose 
because Kenya misinterpreted a Kampala radio 
announcement warning foreigners and Ugandans 
that they could not enter the country with large 
amounts of Ugandan currency once the operation 
to replace the Amin money bad started. 

When they learned that people were unable to 
cross the border into Uganda at certain points, the 
Kenya authorities closed their side of the border 
and traffic was brought to a standstill. 

The Kenya Government refused to comment 
until receiving an explanation from the Ugandans, 
but certain sections of the Kenya press fanned the 
flames with hostile editorials in yet another exam- 
ple of the newspaper feuds that have soured rela- 


tions between the East African countries, including 
Tanzania, for many years. 

In this case the opening salvo was fired by the 
Nairobi Standard which told readers that the border 
closure followed closely on a meeting between Pres- 
ident Godfrey Binaisa of Uganda and President 
Julius Nyerere of Tanzania, and was thus ‘a Dar es 
Salaam-inspired development" 

It dismissed the Uganda explanation of the need 
to close the border temporarily because of the cur- 
rency change as *a frivolous reason.' No one in 
Kenya was told that Uganda had also closed its 
borders with the Sudan, Zaire, Rwanda and Tan- 
zania. 

In its editorial the Standard blamed Uganda’s 
‘liberators' and their ‘ideological idiocy' for the 
supposedly hostile action against Kenya. Although 
the Kenya Government awaited explanation from 
Uganda the official Kenya news agency, a govern- 
ment mouthpiece, joined in the rumpus, adding to 
the belief that the border closure would be indefi- 
nite. 

(The border between Tanzania and Kenya has 
been closed by Tanzania since February, 1977.) 

Ironically die currency exchange took much 
longer than was expected because more than 100 
mobile banks vital to the operation were trapped in 
Kenya by the border closure. 

Consequently, the deadline for the exchange had 
to be extended.— (OFNS).

No matter that 
the men from Metropolitan Edison have lied to the 
public about the accident; that the. company has 
provided only minim al training for its staff to 
handle crises, that it is concerned more with profit 
and shareholders than with the public and safety. 

No matter that maintenance at Three Mile Island ' 
was so bad and sloppy that in one room ‘boron 
stalactites more than a foot long hung from the 
valves and stalagmites had built up from the floor.' 

Despite a list of inadequacies tte t runs to dozens 
of pages, and indicts almost everyone — the gov- ' 
eminent, the plant owner, the designers, the con- 
tractors, the state offidals, the press and TV —

Athlit is an Israeli commando 
training area. 

In the tiny port, an Israeli frog- 
man told him of a trove of 
amphorae and when he was pre- 
sented with one, he saw it was 
Phoenician.** Well, I went crazy. 
They let me in there for one hour 
only and that was it. You know, 
it's one of their secret bases. Big 
deal." He' was told by Yigaei 
Yadin, himself an eminent 
archeologist, that be could not be 
allowed to work: “ We don’ t know 
if you're an Arab spy.” 

There, off Athlit, lies the best 
Phoenician wreck Marx has ever 
seen made of wood in the 8th cen- 
tury B.C. No Phoenician mer- 
chant vessels with surviving hull 
structures have ever been exca- 
vated by marine archeologists. 
Honor Frost, an Englishwoman- 
worked on a warship of the Carth- 
aginians, Phoenician colonists 
who settled in what is now Tunisia, 
but only the bow had survived. 
Hie wood she found did prove 
helpful to Marx. 

In I960 and 1961, Marx disco- 
vered three Phoenician merchant 
wrecks off Cadiz but, again: he ws 
unable to secure official permis- 
sion to excavate the ships. He is 
still trying to win appproval from 
the Spanish government. - 

"I don't Like the hassles. I love 
my work and I can' t get into ail this 
politics. The world ended for me 
in 1800 and I couldn't care less 
what's happened since." 

Once he has gathered sufficient 
archeological data and built his 
own ship, Marx hopes to sail with 
an international crew of 10 from 
some point on the eastern 
Mediterranean coast, to Malta. 
Carthage and Cadiz, all Phoeni- 
cian colonies. Then his ship will 
move into the Atlantic, sailing 
past the Canaries and Cape Verde 
to Brazil. The final leg will be from 
the Caribbean to the Yucatan. 

‘‘After a brief rest, we will then 
sail back to the land of Tyre." 

He chose Brazil and Mexico as 
his two New World landfalls 
because they have archeological 
evidence of the Phoenicians. In 
Brazil, Swiss ethnologist Dr. 
Ludwing Schwennhagen has 
reported the discovery of

remnants of a Phoenician settle- 
ment, now known as Sete Cicades, 
in the northern jungle but 
Brazilian authorities will neither 
confirm nor deny the existence of 
the site until excavations are com- 
plete. 

Other evidence of a Phoenician 
presence in the Americas includes 
ostensibly Indian sculptures with 
strikingly Semitic features and 
stones that appear to be inscribed 
in the ancient languages of the 
Middle East. 

As archeologists find more and 
more evidence ot pre-Columbian 
landings in the New World, the 


Phoenicians, with their legendary 
sailing prowess appear to have 
been the first to accomplish the 
feat. 

Marx has taken pan in or 
headed some 35 marine archeol- 
ogy expeditions, frequently on 
behalf, of museums or govern- 
ments. He lives in Satellite Beach, 
Florida and has written at least 30 
books on seafaring, exploration 
and underwater treasure hunting.' 

Perhaps most importantly, in view 
of his new plans, Marx has exten- 
sive experience in the building and 
sailing of replicas of ancien t ships. 


In 1962 he was co-organizer 
and navigator on the Nina EL a 
reproduction of one of Colum- 
bus’s ships, which retraced the 
original voyage from Spain to the 
Caribbean. The crew of the Nina 
II exchewed modem navigational 
equipment and lifesaving gear. 

Marx has also organized two 
other voyages, in 1964 and 1969, 
both on replicas of a 10th century 
Viking ship, to try to prove that 
ancient seafarers could have sailed 
from the Old World to the New in 
open-decked, square-rigged ves- 
sels long before Columbus. Both 
these voyages failed.

LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP) — The 
dollar was slightly weaker in 
Tokyo Tuesday but firmed on 
most European money markets. 

The price of gold was quoted at 
$378,50 a troy ounce in London 
and $389 in Zurich, down from a 
closing price of $381 in both cen- 
ters Monday. 

In Tokyo the dollar ended a 
moderately heavy trading session 
at 237.075 Japanese yen, down 
from Monday’s close of 237.25 
yen. 

The Bank of Japan sold an esti- 
mated $70 million to support its 
currency, the re-election of prime 
minister Ohira also restored a 
degree of confidence in the yen. 

Hie dollar fluctuated narrowly 
against the yen most of the day, 
until about 0600 GMT when 


Ohira was re-elected in the Diet 
^parliament), fending off a stiff 
challenge from former Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda.

Natusch clings to power in Bolivia 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Nov. 6 (AP) — Col. 
AJberto Natuscb. the right-wing army officer 
who seized power last week, dashed hopes for 
a quick solution to Bolivia's bloody power 
struggle Monday by declaring he would not 
step down. 

Natusch said in a speech on government 
radio and television that assertions by some 
congressmen that he would surrender power 
to Congress were “absolutely false." 

“ We will not permit the nation to become 
enslaved by predatory terrorism " the self- 
proclaimed president said. 

Natusch led an armed forces coup Thurs- 
day that ousted President Walter Guevara, 
the first constitutional president in a decade. 

Natusch dissolved Congress, but allowed it 
to reconvene Monday, leading some civilian 
politicians to believe the military might be 
backing down after days of street battles 
which have left at least 39 persons dead and 
scores wounded. 

Senate President Leonidas Sanchez had 
met with Natusch earlier noonday and told 
fellow legislators, “the crisis we are going 
through now will be solved in a matter of 
hours.” 

That statement, and a report that Natuscb 
told legislators he would resign raised hopes 
here of quick settlement of the country’s 
problems, but the broadcast later in the day 
dashed those hopes. 

Guevara and his cabinet went into hiding 
after the coup and have been organizing resis- 
tance to the military, which has been unable

to gather popular support and is faced with a 
split in its own ranks. 

Sunday Natusch had ordered that former 
military commander Gen. David PadiUo, 
who opposed tbe coup, be placed under 
bouse arrest along with a number of other 
military officers. 

Censorship was among the emergency 
decrees issued by Natusch, and the La Paz 
offices of United Press International and 
Agence France Presse were closed Monday 
by the government A UP1 employee said. 
“ two policemen arrived with a Bolivian navy 
officer and ordered us to immediately sus- 
pend transmissions.” A staff member of the 
French news agency said “they also forced us 
to suspend transmissions.” They said the 
police gave no reasons for the actions. 

The United States took another step to 
dissociate itself from the Natusch regime 
Monday. U.S. Spokesman Hodding Carter 
said in Washington a note had been received 
from the military government expressing its 
wish to continue normal diplomatic relations, 
but tbe United States had not answered the 
note. He gave no further details. 

The United States is maintaining its 
embassy in La Paz, but on Friday it sus- 
pended $ 6 million in military aid and some $ 
21 million in economic assistance. 

Rumors that some military units loyal to 
Guevara were marching on La Paz could not 
be confirmed, nor were there any reports of 
clashes within the army. 

Downtown La Paz, under heavy military 


patrol, was calm as darkness fell but shooting 
could be heard in slum areas surrounding the 
capital. 

Soldiers were seen firing at houses and a 
Catholic priest reported he saw a woman 
candy vendor shot down by a soldier firing his 
automatic rifle only seven meters away. 

Although Natusch allowed Congress to 
meet, Monday’s hurriedly called session was 
far short of a quorum of 73 in the 144- 
member legislature. One congressman said a 
group of 20 would act for the body. 

Shortly after Natusch' s coup. Congress 
passed a resolution supporting Guevara and 
it probably would return him to tbe presi- 
dency unless an agreement could be reached 
on a compromise candidate. 

Congress elected Guevara after a stale- 
mate popular election last summer and be 
took office Aug. 8. 

Natusch has practically no public support. 
All major political parties, unions and stu- 
dent groups have rejected him. Soldiers 
started firing last Saturday at civilians and 
have continued doing so sporadically since 
then. A general strike has kept all stores and 
factories closed since Thursday. 

On Monday the soldiers and armored units 
opened up with small arms and cannon fire 
again. A reporter saw bodies of two civilians 
who shot. The Red Cross said it treated 20 
wounded. 

A government statement said the array was 
looking for snipers, but reporters have not 
seen armed civilians.

AMES, Iowa^fov^Agendes) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter has scored a morale- 
boosting victory over his Democratic Parly 
rival Senator Edward Kennedy in a poll 
among more than 2,000 Democratic Party 
workers in rural Iowa. 

Carter polled 70.63 per cent of the vote as 
the preferred Democratic presidential candi- 
date for 1980. 

Sen. Kennedy ran second with 26.01 per 
cent and California Gov. Jerry Brown a dis- 
tant third with 92 per cent 

Even though Iowa was one of the first 
states to sprout a draft- Kennedy movement, 
the Massachusetts senator’s supporters said 
they f’-d not make a big effort to chase votes. 

The poll was taken among 2,224 guests 
who attended a 30-dollar-a-plate Democra- 
tic fund-raising dinner on Saturday night at 
Ames, 45 miles outside Des Moines. 

Jubilant Carter supporters said after the 
poll results were announced by the Iowa 
Daily Press Association Monday that they 
were a good omen for tbe state’s precinct 
caucuses in January. 

Carter captured tbe Iowa caucuses in 1976 
when he was still considered an outsider and 
jumpe d into the national spotlight. He cre- 
dited the state with launching him on the road

to tbe Democratic nomination. 

Meanwhile, voters in more than one- 
fourth of foe nation's big cities elect mayors 
Tuesday while Kentucky and Mississippi pick 
governors in elections expected to be felt in 
the 1980 presidential and congressional con- 
tents. 

At stake is control of political machinery 
that could play a prominent role in the out- 
come of next year's races. 

The Democrats were expected to keep 


their edge in the city halls, which are the base 
of their strength and one of the key reasons 
they are the country s largest party. 

In the two races for state governor. Demo- 
crats also were favored although Republicans 
have mounted strong challenges to regain 
Kentucky and to give Mississippi its first 
Republican governor since the civil war more 
than 110 years ago. 

New Jersey and Virginia were electing 
state legislatures. 


LUSAKA. Nov. 6 (R) — Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia's decision to sever crudal maize 
(corn) supplies to Zambia has confronted 
President Kenneth Kaunda with one of the 
most agonising choices since be took office 1 5 
years - ago. 

Either he agrees to the Salisbury govem- 
menf s demands to stop Zambia-based Pat- 
riotic Front guerillas from staging cross- 
border raids or he allows his 5.6 million peo- 
ple to go hungry — possibily to starve. 

Monday's announcement that the rail 
route carrying South African maize supplies 
to Zambia would be closed was followed a 
few hours later with the disclosure that 
Kaunda was prepared to travel to London to 
help prevent a breakdown in the Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia settlement conference. 

■A senior Zambian official said the presi- 
dent would only go to London if British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher consi- 
dered his presence could be useful. 

So far, there has been no official Zambian 
comment on tbe closure of tbe maize route. 

.It was believed Kaunda would take a 
“wait and see” attitude to the maize problem, 
in the hope that the London conference 
would bring peace before Zambia, which 
already has a critical shortage of maize, faced 
the threat of famine. 

If Britain sent a governor and a team of 
civil servants to take interim control in Salis- 
bury, the ban on maize shipments could be 
lifted immediately. . 

Tbe nation has a maize shortfall of some 
300,000 tons this year and three trainloads of 
South African maize were passing across the 
Victoria Falls bridge into Zambia everyday, > 

Three weeks ago Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian troops cut the Tazara 
Railway, which brought supplies 
from Tanzania, leaving Zambia 
entirely dependent on its route 
from the south. ^ 


-The Salisbury decision will, also seriously 
affect Zambia's foreign exchange supplies — 
90 per cent of which come from copper 
exports. The copper is - mainly shipped 
through South African ports. 

Latest official estimates, which some dip- 
lomats believe are optimistic, put present 
mam stocks at K a little over 250,000 tons, 
enough to feed the country for less than five 
months. 

The low stocks follow one of the worst 
harvests on record, the result of a drought 
early in the year and a dwindling acreage 
sown to maize because of low producer 
prices. 

, Nearly 110,000 tons of maize was prom- 
ised by international organizations and indi- 
vidual countries, but little of this has readied 
tbe country. Most of a shipment of 80,000 
tons South Africa contracted to deliver by the 
end of January 1980 had not arrived. 

If President Kaunda decided to comply 
with Salisbury’s demand to stop guerrillas 
crossing the Zambesi River border into Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia, he might have difficulty in 
doing so.

Every time I read that an American 
embassy has been occupied or burned to 
the ground, or an American diplomat kid- 
napped, beaten up or* killed, I wonder if 
there is not an easier way to make a living. 

A young American often chooses the 
diplomatic service because be believes it is 
a good stepping stone to a glittering politi- 
cal career, he does not realize that his first 
step in public life may be his last Or he 
may want to see the world. But the view 
from a bunker or under the table is quite 
different from the travel brochures that 
gave him the idea in the first place. 

Anyway, an American diplomat is set to 
go on an assignment in a third world capi- 
tal. He must first write his last will and 
testament He may be only thirty and in 
terrific health but this is an opinion not 
necessarily shared by the revolutionary 
zealots at his destination who will bold 
him responsible for most of the world's Qls 
and ailments, and not just an unpaid elec- . 
tricity bill in Des Moines, Illinois. 

The traveling American diplomat will 
cany the usual gear of a traveling dip- 
lomat, but if he is worth his security brief- 
ing, he will also carry such paraphernalia 
as a metal helmet (good against flying pro- 
jectiles and flower pots that mysteriously 
drop as he passes under) and a bulletproof 
vest (bought at exclusive shops). 

But even 'panoplied as a Medieval 
knight, an American diplomat will not be 
protected against a determined revolutio- 
nary. Hence there has been a recent trend 
that stresses camouflage as the. best 
defense. An American diplomat will do 
well to solicit the services of the make-op 
artist of Marlon Brando in the old film 
“Viva Zapata.” But donning a Zapata 
mask and attire may be good protection in 
Latin America only. In Afro- Asian coun- 
tries, the American diplomat will be lucky 
if he is black or belong to a minority group 
(we understand it is advantageous in the 
U.S. as well). 

But if the diplomat is hopelessly white, 
he may consider wearing a badge that says 
“I love your revolution”, to be general or 
“Yasser is Super,” to be specific. 

If all fails and the hapless diplomat is 
dug up from under his desk, he may con- 
sider one of several last-ditch life-lines. To 
wit - 

— (Whispering) I am here on a special 
mission for Jane Fonda to valklitate the 
violations of human rights by U.S. dip- 
lomats or 

— lam actually a consular official with 

immigration visas to the United States, 
or... . _ . 

Never mind. He’ll survive. They’ll take 
the visas. „

English freighter capsizes 

Galveston braces for tanker spill 


GALVESTON, Texas, Nov. 6 (AP) — 
The U.S. Coast Guard began taking steps 
Tuesday to prepare the Texas Coast for a 
major oil spill after more explosions rocked 
an oil-laden tanker grounded near this port, 

“We’re bringing in some of the navy 
equipment used during the Mexican oil spill. 
We’ re going to stage it in the Galveston area 
in the event we have to deal with a lot of oil," 
said chief Guard officer Richard Griggs. 

“There is a lot of oil still on board that 
tanker,” he said. 

The tanker Burmah Agate has been burning 
at sea since h collided with a freighter and 
burst into flames Thursday. Eleven sailors 
were killed in tbe crash, and another 21 vic- 
tims remained missing and presumed dead. 
The cause has not been determined. 

Three explosions shook the Liberian- 
; registered tanker Monday, forcing fire boats 
' to pull back. 

Oil from the Burmah Agate, stretched 100 


miles on tbe coast of the Gulf of Mexico and 
washed ashore in four places on the Texas 
coast during the day, including one four-mile 
stretch at West Beach. Officials said the stub- 
born fire aboard the ship prevents them from 
boarding her and stopping the oil flow. 

Meanwhile, thirteen people were feared 
dead Tuesday after a British coastal freighter 
capsized suddenly and sank in heavy seas in 
the English Channel. 

After six hours of air and sea search off 
the Isle of Wight, only two of the 15 people 
on board had been picked up alive. Officials 
said a third person originally thought to have 
been rescued turned out to be a lifeboaiman 
slightly hurt in tbe search operation. _ 

The chances of survival of those still mis- 
sing were described by a rescue helicopter 
pilot as “very, very slim." 

The 1,028- ton pool fisher was carrying a 
cargo of potash from West Germany to Bri- 
tain when it was buffeted by heavy seas off 
the Isle of wight. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (R) — 
Irisi? Prime Minister Jack Lynch brings 
his campaign against violence by the 
Irish Republican Army (IRA) to the 
worlds largest Irish Carbolic audience 
Wednesday when he begins a nine-day 
U.S. todr. 

U.S. and Irish officials in Washing- 
ton said that drying up tbe already 
dwindling flow, of arms and money 
from Americans to the IRA is a major 
goal of Lynch* s visit, which includes a 
meeting with President Jimmy Carter 
On Thursday. 

Despite a sharp drop in guns and 
cash reaching tbe IRA in the past few 
years from the United States, the seiz- 
ure in Dublin Last Thursday of a huge 
shipment of weapons of U.S. origin 
destined for the IRA showed that tbe 
problem was by no means solved. 

Lynch is carrying to the United 
States, where 15 to 20 million people 
are of Irish extraction, a positive mes- 
sage calling for reconciliation between 
Catholics and Protestants in Northern 
Ireland, an Irish Embassy official said. 

But, the official added, he will also 
“ put the finger on these people" refer- 
ring to the IRA and its supporters in 
the United States 

Lynch said in an interview with a 
U.S. magazine last weekend that the 
provisional IRA had proved itself to be 
the real enemies of our country" and 
anyone who supported such groups, 
actively or passively “is also an 
enemy.” 

In another interview 1 m described 
the actions of Provisional IRA guerril- 
las as “brutal and horrific gangster- 
ism.” 

He also said any precipitate British 
withdrawal from the North could mean 
increased violence tantamount to a 
civil war. 

He arrives Wednesday - in the 


restored colonial town of Wiliamsburg, 
Virginia. After spending the night 
there he will travel to Washington for 
two da vs of talks and an address to the 
National Press Club. 

On Saturday be leaves for visits to 
Boston, New Orleans. Houston, 
Chicago and New York. 

As well as meeting Carter for the 
first time, be will talk to the Irish, 
American “big four” of U.S. politics 
Senators Edward Kennedy and Daniel 
Moynihan, House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas Tip O’Neill and New 
York Governor Hugh Carey. 

Canada’s Clark 
faces vote test 

OTTAWA Nov. 6 (R) — Canada's 
opposition Liberal Party was to try to 
vote the five-month-old minority gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Joe Clark 
out of office Tuesday night, opposition 
leader Pierre Trudeau announced late 
Monday,. 

First indications were that tbe vote in 
tbe 282-seat House of Commons 
would be close, but that Oark was 
unlikely to be toppled^ 

The 112 Liberals and 26 New 
Democratic Party (NDP) members 
outnumber Clark's 136 Progressive 
Conservative members. 

Clark* s fate was expected to lie with 
the five members of the Social Credit 
Party, who have previously voted for 
the government. 

The Liberal no-confidence motion 
accuses tbe government of causing 
severe economic hardship for Cana- 
dians this winter because of the possi- 
bility of beating-fuel shortages and dif- 
ficulties over oil supply agreements 
with the provinces.
